Tre Ancient Order of Hibernians’ Conven- 
tion at Cleveland, O., yesterday by resolution 
declared its fidelity to the United States, loy- 
alty to Ireland, attachment to the Roman 
Catholic Church, and indorsement of Mr. Par- 
nell and the Irish National League, promis- 
ing material support to that organization. 


A commrrres of Irish landlords has been 
appointed to explain to the British Ministry 
the desperate straits of the landowners in 
Ireland on account of the difficulty of selling 
Irish farm-lands. The land market, as Mr. 
Parnell predicted, is a falling one, and the 
Irish landlords are on the verge of rvin. 


Tomitnson, an English Tory, has given 
notice of a motion in the House of Gommons 
expressing dissatisfaction at the recent com- 
mercial treaty between Spain and the United 
States, and declaring it incumbent on the 
British Government to obtain from Spain the

| INTEREST ON DEPOSITS. 

The chief danger threatened to the country 

at large by a panic in Wall street is due to 
the fact that the deposits in the New York 
banks consist largely of funds belonging to the 
banks, capitalists, and merchants of other 
cities. Consequently, when the New York. 
bank funds are involved in desperate specu- 
lation the money resources of the whole 
country are more or less affected. It is im- 
portant, then, to inquire why so much money 
is sent to New York from other cities and 
towns. The direct answer is that it is at- 
tracted by the gambling facilities of Wall 
street. But, it may be answered, the money is 
not sent to New York with the understand- 
ing that it shall be used in speculation. Not 
openly. There are two ways of getting it 
there. 
The most common inducement to the idle 
money of the country is the offer of interest 
on deposits by the New York banks. The 
bank which pays interest on balances must 
invest its funds in call loans on the street, 
and call loans are invested in margins. The 
balance képt in a New York bank by a West- 
ern or New England bank or correspondent 
is subject to check or draft any day; hence 
the New York bank cannot put out these de- 
posits on time loans; it is paying interest on 
the deposits, and it must loan them subject to 
call or else lose money by the operation. It 
is by this meatis that such enormous sums of 
money become available for stock-gambling 
in New York. ‘The practice of paying inter- 
est.on deposits is vicious and dangerous. It 
is a bait to the country banks, which would 
not dare to invest the money of their neigh- 
boss and friends in Wall street directiy, but 
are thus persuaded to risk it indirectly. The 
prevailing panic in Wall street will furnish 
abundant illustrations of the system. The 
announcement has already been made of the 
failure of a Quincy (IIl.) bank because it had 
balances in the Marine and Metropolitan 
Banks of New York. Why should a bank in 
Quincy keep such large deposits in New York 
banks that the suspension of the latter should 
carry it down? The commercial relations 
between New York and Quincy are certainly 
not so extensive as to require the deposit of 
Quincy money in New York to any considera- 
bie extent. The most plausible explanation 
is that the Quincy bank which took deposits 
from the people of that little city transferred 
the money to New York banks because the 
latter offered interest on the balances kept 
there. Thus the money of Quincy merchants 
became invested in Wall street margins with- 
out their consent and without yielding them 
either interest or profit. The Quincy mer- 
chants took all the risk without any hope of 
gain. The failure of the Newark Savings 
Institution, announced yesterday, was evi- 
dently due to the same cause. It closed its 
doors because it had $1,000,000 on de 
posit with Fisk & Hatch, who failed the 
day before. But why did the Newark 
savings bank put 81,000, 000 (intrusted to it 
by poor people for safekeeping) in the hands 
of Fisk & Hatch? Probably because Fisk & 
Hatch were paying interest to the Newark 
concern on its balances and thus laid hands 
on the savings of the Newark workingmen 
to risk in stocks and bonds. It 1s not too 
much to say that the workingmen of Mewark 
were swindled out of their savings by such a 
course. 

Another plan for swallowing up the money 
of the rural districts in the gambling opera- 
ings of Wall street is for local banks to estab- 
lish houses of their own in New York. The 
failure of Donnell, Lawson & Simpson in 
| Wall street is an instance of this: These 
men had been in business in Missouri. and 
had made connections with a large number of 
local banks scattered throughout several 
Southwestern States and Territories. They 
drew on the resources of small towns in Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Nebraska, Arkansas, Georgia, 
Texas, Iowa, Colorado, and Utah, and risked 
the money in stock operations. One of 
the firm is the senior partner in a 


ter was simply a tender to the 
New York concern. The St. Joseph (Mo.) 
bank was forced to close because its deposits 
had likewise been transferred to New York 
for Donnell, Lawson & Simpson to operate 
with; the latter are the principal stockhold- 
ers in the St. Joseph bank. The merchants 
of St. Joseph are in serious distress, and 
some of them may be forced into bankruptcy 
because they deposited their money in a local 
bank which was complicated with a Wall 
street firm. But such transactions as these 
will be found rarer than those whereby the 
money of the rural districts are deposited in 
New York by the local banks in considera- 
tion of interest on balances. °® 

The New York Clearing-House is just now 
adopting a variety of rules designed to pro- 
mote a more conservative and prudent man- 
agement of the New York banks, But no 
suggestion has yet been made to prohibit the 
payment of interest on deposits from other 
cities. Such 4 rule as that, strictly observed, 
would do more to protect the New York 
banks from hazardous investments than all 
the other safeguards which have been pro- 
posed. If the New York banks were not in 
the habit of paying interest on deposits sub- 
ject to check and draft, they would not be 
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understood to be the univer- 
sal practice among the New York banks,

chance to carry Indiana. There is a good 
deal of shrewd political sense in all this, and 
it will not be surprising when the Arthur 
column breaks to find a considerable portion 
of it going over solidly to the support of Gen. 
Gresham. 

There is also a rumor that the Logan man- 
agers contemplute a dark-horse move- 
ment in behalf of their favorit. Their pur- 
pose is to follow the Ohio tactics which led 
to the nomination of Hayes. ‘They propose 
that the Illinois delegation shall stick to 
Logan from first to last, and refuse to go 
over to Blaine or any other candidate even 
when disintegration shall become manifest 
among the Blaine, Arthur, and Edmunds 
factions. They. profess to hope in this way 
to become a rallying point for any combina- 
tion that may be made to beat Blaine. They 
expect that their pertinacity will be rewarded 
if such combination cannot succeed without 
them. Whether they ean be held together 
long enough is of course uncertain. But the 
program is a shrewd one. The very same 
tactics led to the nomination of Hayes when 
the cry of anybody to beat Blaine” was 
raised in the Cincinnati Convention and the 
Ohio delegation refused to go for anybody 
but Hayes. If the Logan managers succeed 
they will be at the head of the procession, 
and if Blaine be nominated they will claim 
that he was always known to be the second 
choice of the delegation whenever 
Logan was :

Cannot New York lead the new reform by 
putting half a dozen of the eminent citizens 
who have been stealing by the million in the 
same penitentiary where it incarcerates the 
little thieves ?

„% Everything is embiematic in Russia; it is a 
poetical land—poetical as sorrow.“ wrote the 
Marquis de Custine many yeers aso. It is not 
in this way that Mr, Sehuyler regards the Mus- 
covite land. In his second volume he continues 
with the same plainness and sobriety to paint, 
not so much @ portrait of Peter the Great asa 
comprehensive pleture of bis time. He 
recounts with unperturbed calm the indis- 
criminate slaughters and hideous er- 
ecutions which marked the warfare of the day 
and reign, and speaks of certain barbarities of 
Peter as In reading’ Russian his- 
tory the eyes are seared by frequent accounts 
of torture by rod, knout, and fire; but to Mr.

From his log palace 
in bis infant capital he went to meet the first 
ship which came (almost by accident) into the 
Port of St. Petersburg, and acted himself as 
pilot. The skipper was amazed to learn 
the quality of his guide. Of the new 
capital our author says: ‘The - build- 
ing of St. Petersburg seems almost like a 
freak. Its construction became a passion with 
Peter, and no obstacies could be found great 
enough to prevent his carrying out his design; 
yet it was nothing but @ very costly and an 
almost useless toy. The fortress on which 80

He says many customers were in the store; be 
was in a hurry; be put up morphine instead of 
some similar drug. The inquiry arises whether 
a clerk is able to fill an order only when he has 
no customers in the shop? How empty must 
the shop be in order to secure safety? Must 
the street in front ot the drug-store also be 
empty? What if a fire-engine goes by? What 
ff a dog fight occurs while the druggist is reach- 
ing for quinine? Is he justified in taking down 
strychnia? What if his mother-in-law has 
come to visit bim? | 
Such questions come up and’ properly; but 
there is another side to the fact of erring 
druggists, and that is, that most persons are 
crazy part or the time. The exceptions are 
rare. Each one is now and then a fool of the 
most complete order and species. All the laws 
and penalties in the world will not avall to 
make a druggist or anybody else have hig full 
senses through all his life.

In drying on cloth, leather, or wood the 
corpuscles decrease in size, and when spread 
out on glass they Increase in size. CoM would 
contract them slightly. The spot on the lining 
of the pants was a arter of an inch in 
diameter. It was perfectly dry. The other 
spots were on the front part of the pants above 
the knees. He examined them far enough to 
see that the blood was that of animals, and 
didn’t attempt to determine the kind.
